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Centennial Caravan 
Visits Here May 12 


The Centennial Confederation Caravan 
will visit Coleman on Friday, May 12th, and 
plans are being made by the townspeople for 
other events to be held during the week-end. 


At a meeting held in the Cole¬ 
man Central School Sunday, Jan¬ 
uary 22, a committee headed by 
Chairman Alex Sekella, and Sec¬ 
retary Helen Kropinak, was form¬ 
ed to organize plans for the day. 

Mayor John Holyk was present 
and announced that a civic holi¬ 
day would be declared for the 
event, and representatives from 14 
local organizations pledged their 
help for the occasion as well as 
other Centennial Year events. 

Plans discussed so far could 
include a band reception for the 
eight-trailer caravan which will be 
escorted to the Horace Allen school 
playgrounds along a flag-lined 
route. 

Since each of the tours in the 
caravan will last approximately 45 
minutes, the committee is plan¬ 
ning at least two events to be 
held in conjunction with the Cen¬ 
tennial display so that those wait¬ 
ing to be taken on the tour will 
be entertained. 

Suggested for the afternoon was 
a play by the local high school 
and old-time costume and dress 
pageant. Suggestion was also made 
that during the morning hours, 
either on Friday or Saturday, the 
town’s Legion Memorial Centen¬ 
nial Park be officially opened with 
hot dogs and pop being provided 
for the young people. 

A supper in the Elks hall is also 
being given some consideration by 


a ladies’ group. A two-day carni¬ 
val, to be sponsored by the Lions 
and Elks is also being considered 
as one of the main attractions for 
the week-end. 

To mark Canada’s 100th birth¬ 
day the town is suggesting pur¬ 
chasing and lighting 100 colored 
flares on the south side of the 
railway tracks where all will be 
able to view the colorful display 
at night. 

The clergy will also be invited 
to the next meeting to see if a 
special Sunday service could be 
arranged for. 

Many suggestions were offered 
for the week-end but were all 
topped by the one proposed by 
Mitzi Moore. Mrs. Moore, noting 
that this was an old-time week¬ 
end, merchants in town should re¬ 
vert to “Old Fashioned prices in 
their stores for the week-end.’’ 
This, she assured, would draw a 
terrific crowd. 

Other ideas suggested for Cen¬ 
tennial events during the year were 
a community picnic, a baseball 
tournament, a beard growing con¬ 
test, old time dances, arts and 
crafts display, concerts, smorgas- 
bords, carnivals and many other 
events. 

Another meeting is to be held on 
February 12th and time and place 
will be announced when plans are 
completed. 


Policing Discussed 
by Town Council 


Sgt. Garnett Walker, in charge of Blair- 
more detachment of the RCMPolice, was pres¬ 
ent at Coleman council meeting January 24th 
to discuss with the councillors the policing of 
the town. 


It was learned that the only 
duties the RCMPolice would not 
be responsible for was picking up 
dogs or animals at large in town 
and looking after the town’s car 
parking by-law. 

Persons requiring the servi¬ 
ces of the RCMPolice are re¬ 
minded that the phone number 
is 562-2111. 

The matter of increasing insur¬ 
ance on some buildings owned by 
the town and lowering other in¬ 
surance coverages was discussed. 
The town is giving consideration 
to inviting insurance tenders to 
cover all town insurance on a 
blanket policy. 

Mayor John Holyk reported that 
he had attended a Centennial ga¬ 
thering held in the Coleman school 
Sunday, January 22nd which was 
attended by representatives of all 
town organizations. 

He gave a resume’ of what had 
taken place at the meeting. Coun¬ 
cil approved purchase of six large 
Centennial flags for the town, 
through the Coleman Lions Club. 

A report was given on the test 
hole drilling completed to find 
cut the strata of the ground so 
that costs could be estimated to 
lay a water and sewerage line to 
a number of lots in the new sub¬ 
division. A motion was made that 
the work on laying the service 
lines get underway immediately. 

Rudy Szymanek, who is in 
charge of the sewerage system, 
reported that there was 10 inches 
of ice formed on the clarifier unit 
at the town’s sewage disposal 
grounds. Mr. Szymanek suggested 
that the clarifier be covered with 
plywood to retain some heat. Ma¬ 
terial cost would be approximately 
$300. Council approved purchase 
of the material. 

Town foreman Hector Pividor 
was advised to prepare a list of 
material and gravel he will be 
needing for roadwork and other 
projects this coming summer. The 
list is to be submitted for budget¬ 
ing. Enquiries will also be made 


into purchase of a set of rippers 
for roadwork that has to be done 
this summer. 

The matter of paying relief or 
welfare recipients by voucher in¬ 
stead of by cheque, was brought 
up and discussed. It was men¬ 
tioned that it would hurt the pride 
of some recipients if they were 
deprived of paying their own bills 
: c the town granted welfare by 
means of a voucher. It was felt 
that if a party was legitimately 
on welfare their pride should not 
be hurt and council thus moved 
that welfare be paid by voucher 
in future. 

Council discussed the Coleman 
Legion Memorial Park and high¬ 
ly commended the Legion men for 
the excellent way in which they 
lit up the park during the recent 
Christmas holiday season. 

Fire Razes Home 
Of Norman Ross 

Fire destroyed a five room 
frame home and contents belong¬ 
ing to the Norman Ross family 
here Monday, January 30. 

Cause of the fire, which start¬ 
ed in the rear of the house, has 
not been determined. Loss has 
been estimated at $4600. It is not 
known if insurance was carried 
on the dwelling. 

The family, home at the time of 
the blaze, escaped injury. 

Stan Smythe of the Welfare Bur¬ 
eau, has asked that anyone wish¬ 
ing to make a cash donation to 
this needy family, should get in 
touch with Minister Peter Walker 
of St. Paul’s United Church, or 
Rev. Walter Krewski of the Holy 
Ghost Catholic Church.

Expo 67 Study 
Shows No 

Accommodation Lack 

Upwards of five million beds 
will be available in Montreal for 
visitors to the city during the six- 
month run of Expo 67, according 
to Logexpo, the exhibition’s hous¬ 
ing bureau. Logexpo has conduct¬ 
ed a survey of accommodation 
that will be available during the 
World Exhibition. Even at peak 
periods, forecasts show 20 per cent 
more accommodation than will be 
required. 

Facilities, ranging from hotel 
and motel rooms, to apartments, 
dormitories, private homes, and 
trailer and campsites will pro¬ 
vide accommodation for 200,000 
persons per day. 

Of the expected 166,000 daily 
visitors to Expo 67 it is estimat¬ 
ed 25 per cent will be residents 
of Montreal and that 30 per cent 
will stay overnight with friends 
and relatives in the city. Only 45 
per cent or 74,250 visitors will 
therefore need daily lodgings. 

Even on peak days when up to 
350,000 visitors are anticipated, 
there will be ample accommoda¬ 
tion for the 157,500 who are ex¬ 
pected to draw upon the pool fa¬ 
cilities. 

In addition, all rates for accom¬ 
modation will be government con¬ 
trolled as a result of a bill that 
recently received first reading in 
the Quebec Legislature. 

A Government agency, Provin¬ 
cial Lodging Service for Expo 67 
has been in operation for the past 
four months surveying accommo¬ 
dation available in Montreal to 
set rates for such lodgings. 

Certificates fixing the maximum 
rent for each lodging will be is¬ 
sued and must be conspicuously 
posted at all times. Landlords 
failing to comply will be subject 
to a fine of $200, or one month 
imprisonment for first offenders, 
or $3,000 or two months impris¬ 


onment for repeaters. 

With the help of computers, 
Logexpo is geared to act as co¬ 
ordinator between prospective Ex¬ 
hibition visitors and operators of 
accommodation facilities that have 
already been inspected, approved 
and classified. 

Logexpo has already reserved 
more than one million bed nights 
for Exhibition visitors between 
April 28 and October 27, ranging 
from $10 to $40 per day for hotel 
and apartment accommodation to 
$2 to $5 for dormitories and camp¬ 
sites. 

Logexpo provides a free service 
to handle requests for reserva¬ 
tions from visitors unable to ar¬ 
range such reservations on their 
own or through their travel agents.

Measles Is Not 
For Children 

This is the season for Measles 
epidemics. At the present tine 
minor outbreaks of Measles are 
being reported from most parts 
of Alberta and especially from the 
central and northern regions. 

So far there have been only 
sporadic cases in southern Al¬ 
berta. In our Health Unit area we 
are fortunate that many children 
have already been immunized 
against the disease either by their 
own family physician or by the 
staff of this department, and we 
believe this is partly responsible 
for the very few cases that have 
occurred. 

Measles itself is not a very seri¬ 
ous illness but the disease rend¬ 
ers its victims highly susceptible 
to other infections and complica¬ 
tions of a very serious nature. 
The most common ones are Pneu¬ 
monia, Otitis-media and Encepha¬ 
litis. The latter two may cause 
permanent impairment. 

No drug is effective against 
Measles. Even the best antibiotics 
are only useful against bacteria 
causing complications. 

Measles is one of the most in¬ 
fectious diseases of childhood. It 
spreads in epidemic waves through 
susceptible populations. 

Control measures - like treat¬ 
ment, isolation and quarantine are 
of limited value. Only by prevent¬ 
ion can the disease be controlled 


and immunization is the only way 
of doing this. 

During the last few years this 
department has successfully used 
two different types of vaccine. 

1. —Live attenuated vaccine. A 
single inoculation of this vaccine 
gives a prompt and lasting im¬ 
munity. 

2. —^Killed vaccine followed by live 
vaccine. This requires three in¬ 
jections of killed and one injection 
of live vaccine 6 to 7 months later. 
This vaccine gives about the same 
immunity. 

Reaction to both vaccines are 
slight. There are no local react¬ 
ions. Mild febrile reaction with or 
without a rash can occur 7 to 14 
days after the administration of 
the vaccine. Reaction to the killed 
vaccine are less than one per 
cent and to the live vaccine about 
seven per cent. 

I would like to remind all par¬ 
ents to make sure that their child¬ 
ren are fully protected against 
Measles. If they have not received 
the vaccine they should bring the 
children to the next Well Baby 
Clinic, as this is the time of the 
year when the incidence of Mea¬ 
sles is highest. 

Eradication of Measles — like 
many other infectious diseases — 
can be achieved if about 85 per 
cent of the children are immun¬ 
ized.

It wouldn’t help much to 
print it in English, for the full 
translation is “St. Mary’s Church 
in the hollow of the white hazel, 
near to the rapid whirlpool of 
Liantysilio of the red cave”. 

The villagers play it cool by 
calling it simply Llanfair. It is a 
railroad stop, and railway fans 
from all over the world write for 
platform tickets bearing the full 
name. 

The visitor to St. Croix in the 
U. S. Virgin Islands can have a 
field day collecting place names 
such as Good Hope, Judith’s Fan¬ 
cy, Grapetree Bay, Catherine’s 
Rest, Fanny’s Fancy, Eliza’s Re¬ 
treat, Betty’s Jewel, Sweet Bot¬ 
tom, Prosperity Garden, and Wheel 
of Fortune. 

Twodot, in central Montana, got 
its name from an early-day cattle 
rancher, H. J. ‘Two Dot’ Wilson, 
whose brand was a double period. 


Not to be outdone in the small 
numbers department, Florida has 
the community of Two Egg. One 
explanation, perahps apocryphal, 
is that a fanner came regularly 
to the general store to swap two 
eggs for a plug of tobacco, and 
the. name resulted. 

BCAA suggests travellers with a 
yen for collecting odd place names 
be on the lookout for these: 

Newfoundland — Indian Tickles, 
Heart’s Content, Too Good Arm, 
Misery Point, Empty Basket, 
Famish Gut, Mistaken Point, Dog 
Fish Point and Shoe Cove.

Florida — Bee Ridge, Spuds, 
Bean City and Little Bare Beach.

On New Years day, more than 
500 Salvation Army congregations 
from coast to coast sang “Happy 
Birthday to Canada” in their Sun¬ 
day services.

People with an eye for the finer 
things in life have long recognized 
the elegance and versatility of 
leather. This year suede and leath¬ 
ers seem to be particularly popu¬ 
lar in men’s and women’s sports¬ 
wear. With proper care a leather- 
care firm suggests that your leath¬ 
er garments will give you many 
years of smart service. 

Do'a and Don't's For The 
Care of Suede and Leather: 

1— Hang your garment on a cor¬ 
rectly shaped hanger when it is 
not being worn. 

2— Wipe dust off suede with a 
soft brush or sponge. Use a 
damp cloth on smooth leath¬ 
ers. Never use saddle soaps or 
polishes on fine leathers. 

3— Do not sore leather goods is 
air-starved closets or plastic 
bags. Leather will fade and the 
suede garments may mildew. 

4— If you wish to press a garment 
do not use a steam iron. Use 
the lowest setting and press 
very quickly to avoid over¬ 
heating. Use a heavy layer of 
brown paper between the gar¬ 
ment and the warm iron. 

5— Do not attempt spot cleaning 
with solvents or abrasives as 
these products often cause per¬ 
manent damage to the article. 

6— Do not launder leather either 
by hand or by machine. Have it 
cleaned by a professional clean¬ 
er—NOT a regular dry cleaner. 

7— Do not rub spills-nshake off 
the excess liquid, blot spot 
gently, dry at room tempera¬ 
ture. Leather will harden and 
shrink if dried by an artificial 
heater. After the spot has dried 
it can often be cleaned off 
with a brush or a sponge. 

8— Always send both pieces of a 
two-piece leather or leather and 
knit outfit to be cleaned at the 
same time. This will ensure 
even coloring in the match-ups. 

8—Always make sure if the gar¬ 
ment is real leather or an imi¬ 
tation. If it is synthetic be sure 
you supply your cleaner with 
the manufacturere’s care in¬ 
structions. 

Garments with a small amount 
of leather trim can be handled 
well by a professional dry clean¬ 
er. Garments with a considerable 
amount of leather on them should 
be cleaned only by a professional 
leather cleaner who can guarantee 
his work. 

Check to find out if the dry 
cleaner you patronize is properly 
equipped to handle suedes and lea¬ 
thers. The natural colored leath¬ 
ers are the eastiest to care for 
as there is no danger of the dye 
' running” when these garments 
are cleaned.

Urges Adults 
Avail Themselves 
Of Oral Vaccine 

Dr. K. Adler, Medical Health 
Officer of Chinook Health Unit, 
is concerned with the very poor 
response from the adult popula¬ 
tion to the Oral Polio (Sabin) Vac¬ 
cine. Adults who have bad three 
injections of Salk Polio Vaccine 
are eligible to receive the Sabin 
Vaccine. 

Although Salk Polio Vaccine 
gives about 75 to 80 per cent im¬ 
munity against the dread disease 
Poliomyelitis, in complement with 
Sabin Vaccine almost 100 per cent 
immunity is achieved. 

Dr. Adler felt that perhaps the 
reason for the poor response to the 
Oral Polio Vaccine program for 
adults was due to the fact that 
working hours of adults prevented 
their attendance at regularly 
scheduled clincs. 

If this is the reason, the staff 
of the Health Unit are prepared 
to hold special clinics for the 
adults either in the evening or on 
a Saturday.
